As is true of so many who yearn to do sometliing important on the case but are intel- 
lectually incapable, unwilling to do dirty hard work, unable to, or all. Bud has in this 
departed from vhat I am sure is his normal character in all other things. I can't begin to 
toll you how cheap he has been as well as deliberately crooked. You need only look at hia 
original board of directors to know one reason I couldn't associate. However, I was willing 
to trust Bud personally because I did like and trust him.
